Wynmalen started at 6:28 o’clock and 
warmed up by circling the aerodrome 
several times, testing his engine. He| 
then gradually rose in a spiral course.

At a height of 9121 feet the motor 
stopped. There was nothing left for him 
to do but to plane down to the earth. 
This: was accomplished in 13 minutes. 
He landed safely, but was thoroughly 
exhausted... An examination showed that 
the .carburetor- had been frozen. The 
flight. ‘was official and the record will 
stand. 

Wynmalen is a newcomer in the world 
of -aviation. He first attracted inter- 
naticfal attention on -Sept-'29, When, at 
Bourg, he’rose to 2 height of 7956 feet.

The number of bacteriq, on a single 
fly ranges from 650 $600,000. Scien- 
tists experimenting with flie# have found 
that when given a bath in a vessel of 
water the fly will cleanse himself of 
as many as 5,000,000 germs.

Another . witness, 
who said he saw the policeman hold 
Mrs. Loesch’s hand, admitted he had not 
entertained friendly feelings for War- 
ren since the latter had arrested him on 
@ peace disturbance charge several 
weeks ago. 

After Loesch Sr. 
Warren was in the habit of coming into 
his saloon and getting, free drinks, the 
policeman drew from him an admission 
that he had arrested him for violating 
the excise laws and had arrested ‘his 
boarders for fighting. These arrests, the 
policeman proved by witnesses, were in- 
variably followed by threats on the part 
of the elder Loesch to ‘‘get Warren's 
job.

NEW BILL GIVES 


| WEiGiT INSPECTOR 


AN ADDED POWER 


Offi cial — Be in a Posi- 
tion to Prosecuté Offend- 
ers, if Measure Passes. 





A bill giving the Inspéctor of: Weights 
and Measures power to prosecute per- 
sons who give short weight or. short 
measurements in the sale of all food, 
vegetable, liquor: products and xoal, will 
be introduced in the Municipal Assem- 
bly ‘Tuesday night at the request of Pe- 


ter Anderson, Inspector of Weights and 
Measures. 

Under the present law the Inspector 
had no power to punish persons who 
give short weight of Yheasurement. He 
may prosectte only for the offen’e 
having a scale that weighs short, or 
j short measure. 

The pena'lty fixed in the proposéd or- 
fdinance for giving short weight or 
measure is a fine of $10 to $100. 

The ordinance also. will require every 
dealer in milk to have the capacity of 
the bottle or other vessel containing the 


milk blown into the glass, or printed on’ 


it with indelible »naterial. 
The inspector is givén the power to 
make two inspections each year. 
Inspector Anderson began work on the 
bill last summer after the Post-Dispatch 
had shown that mahy grocers and eneat 
dealers were giving aap weight.

State Lost Population.

The.increase of population in the two 
cities was 232,420, while the State’s net 
increase, including the cities, was about 
187,000. This leaves a net loss of more 
than 45,000 in the State. Of this loss, 
almost 40,0009 was in the dry counties. 
~The most notable loss in any county 
Was in Buchanan County, which con- 
tains St. Joseph. The tounty’s decrease 
was 28,622. As the St. Joseph city cen- 
sus has not been taken, it is not known 
how the loss is — between city and 
county. 

St. Louis County, as was expected, 
grew notably in the last 10 years, its 
ircrease being 32,377. Scott and 
Femiscot, in the Southeast, both wet 
ccunties, gained 9280 and 7444 re- 
spectively.
